Some seem helpless in the matter, whether 
it is their patures or temperaments, or what, 
is hard to say, but they never seem to be 
there at the right time. Others may be late 
from unavoidable causes, and again thought- 
lessness may be the reason in many cases. 
But if the delinquents will only stop to con- 
sider the matter a little they will under- 
stand the importance of it. 

Anyone who has anything to do with the 
running of a home will know that nothing 
upsets and causes more trouble than irregu- 
larity of meals. The cook’s temper becomes 
frayed, to say the least of it; appetising 
dishes are spoiled, and much valuable time 
is wasted. ‘Take breakfast, for instance, as 
a rule the most irregular meal of all. In 
some households half the morning, or at least 
a quarter of it, is frittered away in attending 
to the individual wants of straggling late 
breakfasters. Fresh pots of tea bha to be 
made, food that has become cold through 
delay has to be reheated or, perhaps, wasted, 
and fresh supplies provided. All this is addi- 
tional expense on the family purse. 

Not only is food and firing wasted, bue a 
heavy toll is taken of the person's time whose 
business it is to see ha the breakfast. 
This does not refer to houses where staffs 
of servants are kept (such households might 
well afford the extra luxury of belated meals), 
hut to the average middle class home, where 
there is only one maid or, perhaps, two, or, 
may be, none at all.

To quote an 
actual instance, A family consisting of nine 
people has, as a rule, nine pots of tea made 
in the morning—evidently all of them in. 
dulging in selfish habits. ‘This must cause 
endless work, but, though authentic, it is an 
extreme case. 

On the other hand, there is a well-ordered, 
beautifally-kept house, where the breakfast 
for everybody is placed on the table about 
9 am., when the gong is rung. nyone 
answering its summons at once will get a hot, 
appetising meal, but if they choose not to do 
60 a cold or tepid collation, with stewed tea, 
ia their reward There is no ordering of 
fresh supplies, pandering to belated 
requests, 

This may seem the other extreme, but the 
cufferers have the remedy in their own hanas. 
They also have the reward of t'.e additicnal 
comforts that inevitably follow in the wake 
of method and re: rularity. Unconsciously they 
may accept such comfort without understand. 
ing the reason for it.

There is nothing like a struggle 
to make both ends meet for bringing out any 
talents a girl may possess in the renovating 
line.

She started a card index system, and this 
had to be kept up-to-date, a task I loathed 
and thought entirely superfluous at first, but 
of which I now see the wisdom. With the aid 
of our card index we are able to keep in the 
closest possible touch with our customers. It 
shows us clearly that many ladies who came to 
us in the early days are still regular clients; 
numbers have brought slippers for attention as 
many as forty times in the last three years. 

I cannot understand why the card index 
system is not more freely used. I should 
recommend it everywhere, but especially to 
housewives for the simplification of their 
kitehen tasks. The card system for filing 
recipes is simply excellent, and so many 
recipes are printed in newspapers and 
magazines nowadays just ready to fit and be 
stuck on cards. 

The Cinderella Shop has taught both my 
partner and myself many things—about 
slippers and systems. We have discarded 
many methods, such as slipper painting, which 
we practised in the commencement; we have 
strengthened and extended the methods found 
most practical. And the most practical of al] 
has proved to be the card index system 
brought over from war work. So it can- 
not be said, in our case at least, that the ex- 
perience of Government offices has been 
entirely valueless.

JUMP IN FOOD | 


PRICES. 


MEAT, BUTTER, SUGAR, 
AND TEA DEARER.

FURTHER INCREASES 
FEARED. 


— 


During the past ten days meat prices in 
Dublin have gone up in a way that bas sorely 
worried housekeepers. Mutton, for instance, 
has advanced by at least 2d. per Ib., and in 
some cases it is slightly more. 

Inquiries which were made by an Trish Times 
representative on Saturday go to show that 
loin chops are now sélling at 1s. 10d. to 2s. 
and 2s. 2d. per lb. These prices represent an 
advance of from 2d. to 4d. per |b. compared 
with the prices raling 4 fortnight ago. The 
incréase is said to have. been caused by the 
high prices demanded by ieeders of sheep in 
the Dublin market. 

Beef has also shown an upward tendency, 
best cuts being 1d. to 2d. per ib. dearer than 
they were a rt time ago. 

B declare that all their efforts to 
purchase cattle and sheep at prices that would 
enable them to lower retail prices have failed, 
and official quotations from the Department of 
Agriculture would seem to bear them out in 
this statement. 

At the same time, it is interesting to note 
that consumers in England are getting their 
meat: more cheaply in consequence of the 
heavy importations from overseas. Owing to 
reductions in wages and also to unemployment 
the working classes in England are not able to 
pay the prices demanded for home-killed beef 

mutton, and imported meat is con- 
requently meeting with a big demand. 
Fictnallers in Dublin state that unless there 
is a fall in the price of live-steck soon the 
public will have to put up with two meat 
days in the week. 
utter in some establishments has gone up 
by a penny per Ib., and in other cases by two- 
nee. It seems as if prices would go still 
igher. This increase in prices is believed to 
be largely due to tra rt difficulties. It is 
hard on Dublin consuniers to know that Irish 
batter can be bonght more cheaply in Great 
Britain than at home, but such is the fact. 

A sudden rise in the price of sugar cargoes, 
which was quickly followed by a fall, has 
caused retailers to put up the price of sugar 
by a halfpenny and a penny per Ib., making 
the new prices óid. and 6d. 

The advance in the price of tea by fourpence 
per lb. was not unexpected, but, taken with 
other increases in the cost of household re- 
quirements, it adds very materially to the 
housekeeper’s expenses. 

So far, at all events, the sitting of the 
Prices Commission in Dublin does not seem 
to have had the expected effect of keeping 
prices down. 


BANK CLERK’S CHEQUES. 
SSS aos 
MAGISTRATE’S COMMENTS ON 
A ‘** REPREHENSIBLE 
PRACTICE.” 

At a special court in Enniscorthy on Satur- 
day, Hamiltor H. Lyons, a native of New 
Ross, employed as an assis. nt at the local 
branch of the National Bank for some years, 
was committed for trial on a charge of having 
obtained £43 from local shopkeepers by means 

of worthless cheques. 

In the course of the hearing of the case, 
the manager of the Enniscorthy branch of 
the National Bank said that it was the 
practice of bank officials to issue cheques, 
although they. did not have accounts. “hen 
the chegues were presented they were taken 
up and cashed. 

The Magistrate—That is an extremely re- 
prehensible practice, and one of those castoms 
that the sooner it is abolished the better. 

For the accused man it was pleaded that 
in issuing the cheques he had followed the 
ee practice. That put the case on e 

ifferent footing to that of a man who issued 
a cheque and had no account in the lb <nk. 

The prosecution. submitted that if a cheque 
was written out in iavour of a person, but 
was not met when presented at thé bank, as 
there was no account, it was tantamount to 
fraud, notwithstanding the practice obtaining 
Ls bank officials. 

The magistrate, in committing the accused 
man on bail, commented on the willingness 
of people to cash cheques íor *‘ the first decent 
young chap” that came along. That was 
not fair to the bank, the official or the general 
community. Many a young bank clerk had 
been sent headlong to ruin owing to the 
system that prevailed of allowing bank clerks 
to issue cheques without having accounts to 
meet them.

of honorary helpers worked hard in the twenty- 
eight hospitals in and around Dublin to teach 
disabled soldiers various crafts. As many be- 
came efficient in the work of basket-making 
and toys, a place had to be provided for the 
exhibition and sale of their work, so the Curio 
Club, was established, and here many sales 
have been effected during the past two years. 
The number of wounded soldiers receiving 
training having very much decreased, the 
Handicraft Committee has decided to close the 
Curio Club. The remaining stock is now on 
view at 3 Molesworth street. 

PUBLIC HEALTH IN IRELAND.—A

THE WORLD UNCHANGED. 
LITTLE COMPENSATION FOR 
SUFFERINGS OF WAR. 


There would have been some consolation for 
the immensity of the sacrifices enduted duting 
the war if the world had felt to have made 
a definite moral advance, said the Dean of 
Durham (Bishop Welldon) in the course of a 
statement.

CORK COUNTY. 


A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


Mr. Cosgrave'a message did not reach Cork 
until Saterday aiternoon. His stern warning 
created no very great sirprise. 

Some keen observers of public events think 
that real peace is nearer than ever before. 
Public opinion, however, has become  im- 
articulate, even on the gravest crises, and this 
ie a most distressing and paralysing feature 
in present-day Ireland. The country is head- 
ing for an immediate future of great anxiety, 
and alarm is openly confeased, but it is gener- 
ally conceded that to talk peace when there 


ie no peace is only to prolong the agonising | 


times now foreshadowed.. One public man, 
in an important administrative position, who 
maintains the confidences of both sides, is 
now more convinced than ever that peace 
is near. He declined to argue or explain this 
view. The rank and file of the physical 
opposition to the Government, says our Cor- 
respondent, must be somewhat confused, :f 
not weakened, by the recently published de 
Valera statements and the captured docu- 
ments. Their powers of recuperation, how- 
ever, must not be discounted, and critical 
students, with personal knowledge of the 
anti-Treaty leaders here, discern extreme 
gravity in the deadlock that has been 
reached. 

A body of opinion here also rests its hopes 
of peace on the action of the neutral I.R.A. 
men. In conversation with one closely asso- 
ciated with the activities of the neutral 
I.R.A., it was easy to perceive that he was 
dispirited. “' Peace," he exclaimed, and then 
said— ' Well, it does not seem as if we car 
do much. or that there is any hope. Put 
we are working hard for it.”’ 

Our Bantry Correspondent says that hopes 
were entertained to the last that the Govern- 
ment’s offer of amnesty would be accepted by 
those in arms against them; but, unfortan- 
ately. these hopes have not been fulfilled. So 
far as I can learn, no surrenders or handing-tn 
or laying-down of arms have taken place in 
this West Cork district. The outlook seems 
very uncertain, and hopes of a peaceful issuc 
are getting fewer and more doubtful. 

During the week sixteen men operating in 
North-West Cork surrendered their arms and 
equipment to a section of troops in that area, 
under General Brennan 4 command, says our 
Limerick Correspondent. They surrendered a 
large quantity of war materia], including land 
mines and bombs. Three of the men. wer 
very prominent anti-Trenty men, but fo 
obvious reasons none of their names have been 
disclosed. They have returned to their homes. 


ARD FHEIS ACTION, 


The: Dublin Sinn Fein Peace Committee 
issned a statement on Saturday night en 
dorsing the action of the neutral IRA. in 
asking for a month's truce, particularly as

First of all came the reply—it is necessary 
to distinguish between essence due to heredity 
and personality which accrues as the result 
of environment, education, and such causes. 
Every man is aware of the deficiencies in his 
undeveloped essencg but because he cannot 
realise that everybody else ia in like case. 
He shows a hold front to the world, and leaves 
behind his personality, which is not himself at 
all. 
sufficiently discern. the differences be 
tween these twp characteristics 0 
men, and makes no effort a 
all to educate the ecassence. Hence in 
adult personality is fuily-grown, while the 
essence rem.ins infantile, and it is this dis 
proportion that we think in the first place 
to correct, 

For example? I asked. 

Love springs from essence and not per- 
sonality. It may be that a child \ il) not 
love its parents, while showing affection for 
other people. That we can correct, not with 
force or in any artificial way, but really so 
that the child @il! love them in the deepest 
meaning of the word. Indeed. we educate 
children on new methods, so as to develop the 
two principles side by side, but from the 
outset forming a complete individual. Adult 
essence is educated and brought up to the level 
arrived at already by the personality. When 
this is achieved the two can work together. 
and it is then that actual progress towards 
the attainment of wisdom commences, and 
the harmoniously developed man takes the 
place of a one-sided, distorted entity. 

The Institute claims very high powers, for 
members who have become so harmonised, 
and I was assured that among its present 
instructors are men who are proficient at 
any and every trade and handicraft, starting 
from the simplest and proceeding to the 
highest type of work—sculpture, painting,

SOULLESS MEN. 


Has the ideal of such harmony ever been 
attained’ I asked. Yes, many ‘times, was 
the answer, but not many times in Europe 
The men who have realised it belong almost 
entirely to the East, and it is still true that 
the West has an entirely erroneous conception 
of progress in Easter! lands. This is the 
result of using only mechanical and material 
etandarda. It is only by deliberate eelf- 
training that harmony is attained Im- 
mortality, he added, is not necessarily a 
blessing bestowed on everybody.

They did not 
however, succeed, and by reason of the dark 
ness could not even record the nnmber.

sent by a Marseilles bank to a coal compan: 
and also registered correspondence, the tota! 

Crenerallrc 
the registered letters from Aubagne are valued 
at 60 to 70,000 france, a fact of which the 
bandits were probably aware, and it wes only 
aa the result of nníoreaeen circumstances that 
the valae was less on the evening of th:
